LONDON, Dec, 15.—The offensive
moveuient of the French and British
has become general and is being
pushed with strong forces, particular-
ly in Flarders, the Argonne, the Woe-
vre and Alsace. While the French
claim success at all points except
Bteinbach, In Alsace, the German offi-
clal report says the Allles’ attacks
have been unsuccessful at several
places.

On the whole, howevér, it would ap-
pear that the Alljes, who now have a
superiority In numbers as well as in
artillery, have made some progress
end have withstood vigorous German
counter attacks.
